to  the  acre.  Either  mixture  will  provide  green  food  in  the  win- 
ter and  early  spring  at  a time  when  not  much  green  stuff  is 
available. 

Even  though  this  calls  for  the  labor  of  breaking  the  ground 
each  fall,  we  think  it  will  be  found  much  more  satisfactory 
than  attempting  to  have  a permanent  pasturage,  especially  as  it 
would  always  be  subjected  to  more  scratching  than  most 
grasses  and  clovers  can  stand.
